Kitchen floors for beds and fridges for storage - life of misery in crowded flats

FAMILIES from London parachut¬ 
ed into the town are having to store 
their belongings in the fridge and 
sleep on the kitchen floor because 
of cramped living conditions, Luton 
on Sunday can exclusively reveal. 

This newspaper has been given a 
tour of a block of flats leased by a 
London council where children are 
playing in narrow hallways and 
some families say they feel they are 
serving a ‘prison sentence’. 

Among them is Zafar Iqbal, pic¬ 
tured, who said the health of his 12 
and nine-year-old sons was being 
affected by the family being 
squeezed into a one-bedroom flat. 

Another lady, who shares two-bed- 
rooms with her four children aged 
16, nine, six and one, is storing items 
of clothing in the fridge because she 
has ‘no other option’. 

Waltham Forest Council has leased 
the block of 53 flats in Cardiff Road 
to accommodate residents who it 
cannot rehouse locally. 

The families who invited Luton on 
Sunday into their homes include a 
disabled mother-of-four with mild 
cerebral palsy who shares a one- 
bedroom flat with her children aged 
eight, two, one and a half, and sev¬ 
en-months; a family of six with two- 
bedrooms; a family of six in a one- 
bedroom flat and a family of four 
also in a one-bedroom flat. 

All of the residents arrived 
from late March-April this 
year and while some have 
gone back to London, more 
are still arriving. 

Mr Iqbal, 57, a cab driver, 
said: “Since we came here 
we have had a lot of prob¬ 
lems. My children did not ^ 
sleep very well when I had to 
wake them up very early in the 
morning to get back to school in 
London, and it took us more than 
two hours.” 

The resident with items in her 
fridge said she has had to stop work¬ 
ing as a health care assistant because 
she cannot get childcare.

She said: “It’s not easy and it’s 
wrong and we do not even know 
when we are leaving. When we call 
the council they do not care about 
us. For my 16-year-old son I had to 
pay a lot for him to go to school in 
London. The others were staying at 
home and not going to school so I 


got them a place here.” 

Another resident, who is living in a 
one-bedroom flat with his wife and 
three children aged 11, ten and six, 
said: “We are living in a kind of 
prison sentence and we want to go 
back to Walthamstow. Every day is a 
problem for us. 


“This is our fourth month living 
here but the council said it could be 
six-months to two-years. We are 
sleeping like prisoners - what is this 
life?” 

Waltham Forest Council said the 
flats were being used as ‘first-stage 
temporary accommodation’ and 


that all the families were being sup¬ 
ported by Ascham Homes, a not-for- 
profit company the council set up to 
manage its housing. Luton Borough 
Council said it was ‘checking the 
arrangements’ at the flats.

Council gains tighter 
grip over benefit debt

A MOTION passed this week will 
hand councillors more power to 
decide whether unpaid housing 
benefit debts can be written off. 

At a meeting of Luton Borough 
Council’s (LBC) executive on 
Monday, it was agreed that the 
threshold at which benefit over¬ 
payments, whether claimed 
fraudulently or mistakenly paid 
by officers, can be written off 
without requiring approval of 
the executive be reduced from 
£20,000 to £10,000. 

Following the meeting, coun¬ 
cillor David Franks, leader of the 
opposition and member of the 
board which recommended the 
threshold be reduced, said: “I’m 
pleased that the executive has 
reduced the threshold but I think 
that we should look at reducing it 


even more, possibly to £5,000. 

“If sizeable overpayments are 
never brought in front of the 
executive, then ordinary taxpay¬ 
ers, who fund all of this, will 
never know about possible fraud¬ 
ulent claims using their money.” 

The main purpose of the meet¬ 
ing was to approve the writing off 
of any debts which were deemed 
not to have a realistic chance of 
being recovered, 

On Monday one overpayment 
of £27,687.57 was written off as 
the claimant had absonded with¬ 
out paying the due amount. 

However, any debts which have 
been written off can be looked 
into again in the future if there is 
evidence of fraud. 

A second debt which was 
referred to the executive by LBC’s 
overview and scrutiny board, 
totalling £27,540.17, was pro¬ 
posed to be written off as it was 


believed to be barred from col¬ 
lection legally due to the amount 
of time which has passed since it 
was amassed, however as further 
evidence emerged it was said 
that it was still able to be per- 
sued, despite the claimant being 
in prison. Council debt collectors 
are now looking into recovering 
the money. 

Speaking at Monday’s meeting, 
leader of the council, Hazel 
Simmons said: “I have no objec¬ 
tions to this change. 

“As we are in a time of austerity, 
it makes sense to reduce the 
threshold of what can be written 
off without prior approval of the 
executive.” 

The decision follows the 
announcement that £6m of the 
council’s budget be set aside for 
uncollected debt. This was a 
measure proposed by the board 
at a meeting on July 14.

AMBASSADOR GIVEN UNI DEGREE 

A SIERRA Leonean Ambassador 
with a passion for humanitarian- 
ism and international relations, 
Umaru Bundu Wurie, was award¬ 
ed an honorary degree at the 
University of Bedfordshire last 
week. 

Ambassador Wurie, who col¬ 
lected his award at one of the 
University’s summer gradua¬ 
tions, has served three different 
Sierra Leonean governments, a 
rare feat in African politics and 
an indication of the respect in 
which he is held in his home 
country. 

He studied at the university in 
the late 1990s, graduating with a 
Masters of Arts in International 
Relations in 2001, and during his 
speech commended the educa¬ 
tion he received in Bedfordshire. 

TOWN LOSES OUT ON RAIL LINK 

LUTON has missed out on inclu¬ 
sion into the ‘Central Section’ of 
the East West Rail redevelop¬ 
ment, as it has not made it into 
the final two suggestions for 
inclusion in the route. 

Two potential routes for trains 
between Bedford and Cambridge 
have been identified by East West 
rail this week as via either Sandy 
or Hitchin. 

The western section connecting 
Bedford with services to 
Aylesbury, Milton Keynes and 
Oxford is due to be fully upgrad¬ 
ed by 2019 - leaving just the cen¬ 
tral section to complete. 

Gavin Shuker, MP for Luton 
South, said: “I am disappointed 
that Network Rail has identified 
corridors that now do not include 
Luton and I hope that the East- 
West consortium reconsider and 
put Luton back in the running.” 

MAN INJURED IN GANG ATTACK 

POLICE are investigating an 
assault which left a man with 
facial injuries. 

Officers are appealing for any¬ 
one who witnessed the incident 
in Luton’s Harthill Lane at 
around 12.30am on Sunday, 19 
luly, to come forward. 

During an altercation between 
a group of white and Asian men, 
a man was punched, resulting in 
injuries to his face.

Dorries blocks bid to declare election void 

CONSERVATIVE MP Nadine Dorries 
has blocked a political blogger’s bid 
to take legal action against her. 

Tim Ireland alleged that Ms Dorries 
had made ‘false statements’ about 
him and wanted a court trial. 

But two judges threw out his claims 
at a High Court hearing in London on 
Thursday, after ruling that he had 
not given Ms Dorries proper notice of 
the claim. Ms Dorries, MP for Mid 
Bedfordshire, was not present at the 
hearing. 

Mr Ireland, who stood as an inde¬ 
pendent candidate, claimed that Ms 
Dorries had made false statements 
about him in breach of legislation 
governing elections, and wanted a 
judge to declare that the election 
should be declared void. 

Lawyers representing Ms Dorries 
argued that Mr Ireland’s ‘petition’ 
had not been properly served on her. 

Judges Mr Justice Jeremy Baker and 
Mr Justice Popplewell agreed and 
said the petition should be dis¬ 
missed. 

They said Mr Ireland had made ‘no

A HOLIDAYMAKER who 
had his lost wallet returned 
by a stranger - complete 
with £15 in cash - is hoping 
social media will bring him 
face to face with his ‘good 
Samaritan'. 

Radio presenter Tom Watt, 
23, from Nottingham has 
issued a plea to help him

He lost it at Luton Airport 
on July 18 after flying home 
from a holiday in Serbia.

The person who sent the 
wallet also sent a note apolo¬ 
gising for accidentally pick¬ 
ing it up. After talking to 
friends, Tom posted it on 
Facebook and asked people 
to help him find the stran¬ 
ger behind the kind ges¬ 
ture. 

But despite the post 
being shared 86,000 
times and being 

approached by people 
pretending to be the 
note’s author, Tom is still 
to find his ‘good 
Samaritan’. 

He said: “I think there 
are some good people 
out there and I was 
lucky to lose it in front 
of someone who would 
return it.

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Police stations in 
a major reshuffle

MORE than a year after 
changes to police stations 
across the county were 
announced the first move is 
set to happen this month, but 
two severely underutilised 
stations are yet to see any 
action. 

In April 2014, police and 
crime commissioner Oily 
Martins said a number of sta¬ 
tions would be relocated or 
adapted to help the force save 
much-needed cash and that 
Leighton Buzzard and 
Houghton Regis stations were 
respectively 90 per cent and 55 
per cent underutilised. 

This week it was announced 
a Flitwick ‘hub’ would be 
ready to relieve the Ampthill 
Station, but that the latter 
would remain open with a 
skeleton staff until it is sold. 

Questions have now been 
asked about both why this 
oversight was allowed to hap¬ 
pen, and the lack or urgency in 
progressing plans to trans¬ 
form ‘inefficient’ stations. 

Mr Martins said: “This is the 
cost effective solution to the 
provision of security meas¬ 
ures, as if left unused for a 
period of time the building 
would require boarding up 
and other security measures 
normally associated with 
unoccupied buildings.” 

Councillor for Houghton 
Hall, fohn Kane, does not see 
the need for any change to his 
local station. 

He said: “After more than a 
year, not enough consultation 
has been undertaken with the

community to see what is the 
best course of action. 

“The location of the station 
is very central and he can’t see 
a place better suited.” 

So far only one formerly 
underutilised station, 
Dunstable, has seen a change 
and PCC Martins says it is 
‘being better utilised as an 
operational policing facility, 


housing both response and 
community teams for the 
area, and as the base for pro¬ 
bationer training’. 

This in turn has freed up 
space at Kempston and ena¬ 
bled officers and staff from 
Greyfriars Police Station to 
relocate so the it can be put up 
for sale when the move is com¬ 
plete.

A TEENAGER has been given 
a 10 month sentence sus¬ 
pended for two years after a 
jury found him guilty of 
assaulting a boy occasioning 
him actual bodily harm in 
Bury Park.

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Benefits article ‘misleading’ 


YOUR recent article about 
the council’s benefit loss 
is misleading (‘Councillor 
slams £6m benefit loss’, 
LoS, 19.7.15). 

Most benefit loss occurs 
when claimants fail to tell 
us about change in their 
personal circumstances 
such as an increase in 
income, other benefits or 
tax credits to allow us to 
update their benefit enti¬ 
tlement. Last year, the 
council collected £1.9m in 
housing benefit overpay¬ 
ments, and wrote off a 
further £158k. 

We recovered the over¬ 
payments through ongo¬ 
ing deductions in benefit, 
or separate arrangement. 


Usually, overpayments 
are only written off where 
a claimant has absconded 
and all attempts to trace 
them have been exhaust¬ 
ed, or the debt becomes 
non recoverable under the 
Limitations Act 1980. 

The £6m benefit loss 
provision in the budget is 
because the total housing 
benefit overpayment at 
the end March was £7.8m. 
(council policy is one hun¬ 
dred per cent provision 
for all bad debts over six 
months old). However, 
most of this is claimant 
error and we are working 
to recover another £2m of 
this in 2015/16. 

However, it is worth not¬ 


ing that when universal 
credit is introduced, this 
debt will become the gov¬ 
ernment’s rather than the 
council’s burden. 

We regularly remind all 
housing benefit claimants 
that by law, they must 
report any change in their 
circumstances to us by 
phone or in person. 

Soon, customers will 
also be able to report any 
changes online too. 

But where appropriate, 
the council takes legal 
action and refers poten¬ 
tially fraudulent cases to 
the DWP’s single fraud 
investigation service.

Tip of the iceberg? 

YOUR report (19.7.15), that Luton Borough 
Council has overpaid housing benefit claim¬ 
ants £6 million will come as a nasty shock 
to those trusting taxpayers who thought 
that their money was in the safe hands of 
responsible officials working under the 
eagle eyes of scrutineers. 

That such a sum was allowed to accumu¬ 
late must surely call into question the fit¬ 
ness for purpose of those responsible for its 
handling and oversight. 

In any other organisation (except, perhaps, 
the EU), so relaxed a view of accounting 
would result in an immediate inquiry, and 
the probable dismissal of those responsible. 

If deliberate fraud was suspected, the 
police would be informed. 

How much of that £6m can be recovered, 
with or without interest, remains to be seen. 

The so-called Overview and Scrutiny 
Board suggests that only another £10,000 
need be written off; but the fact that £27,000 
has already been lost due to the expiry of 
the statutory time limit is not encouraging. 

Meanwhile, the thought that this hitherto 
unnoticed loss of £6m in housing benefit 
alone might be just the visible tip of an even 
larger iceberg should send a shiver down the 
stoutest Luton spine.

Councils head for clash 
over cramped housing

A ROW is brewing between 
two councils over the living 
conditions of residents who 
have been shipped into the 
town from London because 
of a housing shortage. 

Councillor Tom Shaw, 
from Luton Borough 
Council, said senior officials 
at the authority and those at 
Waltham Forest Council 
were ‘arguing’ over the fam¬ 
ilies living in Cardiff Road. 

He said the council only 
knew about the new resi¬ 
dents after some of their 
children tried attending a 
school which is full. 

However, Waltham Forest 
said it had told Luton 
Council before moving the 
families and said it would be 
‘happy to work with officers 
from Luton to address any 
concerns’. 

Cllr Shaw said: “What hap¬ 
pens is the London bor¬ 
oughs can pay more rent 
than we can pay so we can’t 
put our homeless people 
into there because the land¬ 
lord is taking more rent than 
we can afford to pay. 

“The local housing allow¬ 
ance in Luton for a one-bed¬ 


room place will be around 
£650 and the London local 
housing allowance is £760, 
so the landlord can get an 
extra £110 by doing a deal 
with a London borough.” 

Some of the families in the 
53-block flat are using any 
space they can find to store 
their belongings, including 
the kitchen (pictured right). 

John Knight, director of 
housing solutions at Ascham 
Homes, a not-for-profit com¬ 
pany Waltham Forest set up 
to manage its housing, said 
support was available for 
people having ‘difficulties’. 

He said: “Space manage¬ 
ment can be an issue for 
residents of all forms of 
housing, and we will provide 
advice and support to any 
customers having these dif¬ 
ficulties. 

“If we conclude that the 
space in a particular prop¬ 
erty is not adequate we are 
able to transfer families to 
alternative accommodation, 
but this decision will be 
made based on all the cir¬ 
cumstances of the case.” 

But Cllr Shaw has criticised 
the authority for ‘over¬ 
crowding’ the block, blast¬ 
ing it as ‘not acceptable’. 

He said: “We’ve got 130 



people in bed and breakfast, 
1,000 in temporary accom¬ 
modation and now we’ve got 
all these people. 

“What we’ve been talking 
about for two years is hap¬ 
pening but now they’re 
actually buying complete 
blocks and moving people 
in. But they’re not just mov¬ 
ing them in and putting two 
people in a one-bedroom 
place, they’re actually over¬ 
crowding some of the 
blocks. 

“It may be acceptable in 
London but it’s not accepta¬ 
ble here.” 

Cllr Shaw also said a 
number of London coun¬ 
cils, including 

Westminster, Waltham 
Forest and Wandsworth 
were housing people in 
the town. 

He said: “The stupid bit 
about it is we’re having to 
do the same and move 
our people to Milton 
Keynes and we’re looking 
at Northampton, 

Peterborough and Bedford. 

“So Luton people are fur 
ther north and London 
people are moving 
north to Luton.” 

Mr Knight, 
from Ascham 


Homes, said each family's 
situation was ‘under review’ 
by housing officers. 

He said: “We are clear 
when advising customers 
generally that they should 
think of this accommoda¬ 
tion as relatively settled, and 
expect to be resident there 
for a period of months or 
year, rather than days or 
weeks, because as self-con¬ 
tained accommodation of 
good quality it is essentially 
suitable.”

Marsh Farm plan for

A CURVEBALL has been 
thrown in the debate on 
where to locate the new 
Hatters stadium. 

Harry Drimussis, 27, has 
drawn up an intricate plan to 
see the club remain in the 
town, in Marsh Farm.

Now he’s taken his idea to 
the top, to club CEO Gary 
Sweet.

Aside from a new stadium, 
the proposed development 


would include shopping facil¬ 
ities and a school connected 
to the ground itself.

Grand re-opening for special suspension bridge 


THE iconic Wardown Park suspension bridge 
was officially re-opened to the public on 
Thursday following extensive repairs and reno¬ 
vation. 

The bridge has been a feature of the park 
since the early 1900s and was completed in 
1908. It is reported to be the shortest single 
span suspension bridge in the country. 

Mayor of Luton Dave Taylor, performed the cer¬ 
emony, which was the first such event in the 
bridge’s history, having missed out on a proper 
opening when it was first completed. 

Councillor Taylor said: “The bridge is an iconic 


feature of the park landscape and it plays an 
important, if sometimes unrecognised, role link¬ 
ing the communities from either side of the 
park. 

“The re-opening will ensure that this signifi¬ 
cant achievement is properly recorded in history 
while acknowledging the important part the 
bridge plays in the history of Wardown Park.” 

The council has spent four months on the pro¬ 
ject, which has fully restored the bridge to its 
original glory, with much of the structural steel 
work mended and the suspension cables 
replaced.

Hotel transfer would 
ease A&E

PROPOSALS to transfer a fracture clinic to a 
hotel would help to ease pressure on Luton & 

Dunstable Hospital’s emergency depart¬ 
ment, a hospital official has said. 

David Hartshorne, who is the programme 
director for the L&D’s £150 million redevelop¬ 
ment, said creating an orthopaedic centre at 
the Travelodge, in Dunstable Road, would 
allow the hospital to develop a more ‘compre¬ 
hensive’ service. 

The plans were reviewed at a council meet¬ 
ing on Thursday where Mr Hartshorne gave a 
presentation to councillors. 

When the hotel was built in the early 1970s, 
a welfare clinic was included on the ground 
floor as part of the development and it became 
known as the Edwin Lobo Centre. 

However, the clinic was moved to Redgrave 
Gardens a few years ago and the L&D wants to 
move into the vacant space. 

Mr Hartshorne said: “A significant part of 
the orthopaedic services operate within the 
hospital. It currently exists within the emer¬ 
gency department and it does not need to be 
in the emergency department. 

“In its current location it has suffered from 
issues of access and the conditions people are 
being asked to wait in.” 

Mr Hartshorne also said the hospital wants 
to link its hospital orthopaedic services with 
services from one of its clinics in Castle Street 
which has to move because the landlord has 
served notice on the building.

Expansion led 
to rise in plane 
related streets 


THIS week Howard Chandler tells us the story 
behind the streets surrounding the airport. 


In the 1930s some said light aircraft would 
become as numerous as cars. Local councils 
were encouraged to open aerodromes close 
to passengers’ final destinations. 

Luton Corporation bought Eaton Green Farm 
from the Hartop family for £32,950 and Luton 
Airport was opened there in July 1938. 

The council had received a boost in 1936 
when Australian aircraft designer Edgar 
Percival moved his company near the airport. 

It employed 1,300 people in Luton by 1941, 
producing and repairing Percival Proctors. 

Over 1,000 Airspeed Oxfords training planes 
were produced for the RAF by 1945. The firm, 
called Percivals, became part of the British 
Aircraft Corporation in 1959, but closed in 
1966 with 1,850 redundancies. 

In the 1980s expansion led to a number of 
new roads around the airport being created. 

In addition to Percival Way, five other roads 
were named after planes made by the firm: 
Prentice Way, President Way, Prince Way, 
Proctor Way and Provost Way.

IS Dunstable on the up? 

Looking at announcements 
about investment in the area, 
one could be forgiven for 
getting that feeling. 

From the A5/M1 link road, 
to Amazon opening a new 
fulfilment centre and the 
White Lion Retail Park re¬ 
development, things are 
beginning to happen. 

Central Bedfordshire 
Councillor Nigel Young says 
building conditions for 
investment took ‘a very, very 
long time’ and this is being 
helped by new transport 
links. He says: “The Luton 
Dunstable busway has 
opened up Dunstable to 
whole of the South East and 
the Woodside Link Road, 
which is under construction, 
runs from the Woodside 
industrial estate through to 
junction 11a of the Ml. 

“And the A5/M1 link road 
runs north of Houghton 
Regis and Dunstable from 
the A5 to the Ml.” 

“So those two roads and the 
link to the wider South East 
is a very fast rapid transit 
system to Luton railway sta¬ 
tion and on to Luton Airport. 

“It’s meant that conditions 
are right for investors to 
come to Dunstable.”

says he feels the town has 
lost some of its ‘old style 
community spirit’ but added 
that growth will continue if 
traffic problems are eased.

I think 
Dunstable in general has 
made a lot of improvement in 


recent times with the addi¬ 
tion of the things such as the 
Grove Theatre,” he says. 

“It’s a great facility on our 
doorstep and it’s about tell¬ 
ing people that these venues 
can stay, but you just have to 
use them.”

Police death left 
sister with ‘void’ 



TRAGEDY: Beverley Kukic says her sister’s 
death left ‘a void that could never be filled’

THE sister of a police¬ 
woman killed on duty 
more than 30 years ago 
has told how her death 
left a ‘void that could 
never be filled’. 

Beverley Kukic, from 
Luton, was only 16 when 
her sister Mandy was 
killed in 1982 when a 
drunk driver, trying to 
get away from pursuing 
police officers, deliber¬ 
ately smashed his vehicle 
into her patrol car. 

She was just 18 when 
she died and she became 
the first policewoman in 
Britain to be killed while 
on duty. 

Beverley attended a 
memorial service last 
Sunday in Staffordshire 
which honoured Mandy 
and every police officer 
who has died in the 
course of their duty. 

She said: “We were so 
close, I mean really, really 
close. But she wasn’t just 
my sister, she was my best 
friend. 

“I remember for years 
when we were little we 


shared the same bed¬ 
room, but then when she 
got older she got her own 
bedroom. 

“I can still remember 
those times when I used 
to go into her room and 
sit on her bed talking to 
her. We would talk about 
everything and anything, 
letting off steam, moan¬ 
ing about adults and talk¬ 
ing about boyfriends. We 
had no secrets. 

“You hear about siblings 
arguing, but we never 
did. There was never any 
jealousy or envy between 
us. 

“She was my best friend 
and when I lost her, there 
was all of a sudden this 
void that could never be 
filled.” 

The memorial event 
was also attended by 
cyclists on a two-day 
cycle challenge for police 
charity COPS. 

Each cyclist wore an 
individual wrist bracelet 
with the name of a fallen 
officer and force in which 
they served. 

Mandy had been serv¬ 
ing with Hertfordshire 
Police when she died.

Corbyn urges better 
use of town’s skills

MORE THAN 400 people 
crammed into Venue 360 
to listen to Labour lead¬ 
ership hopeful Jeremy 
Corbyn on Tuesday 
evening. 

Mr Corbyn, who was 
joined by Luton North 
MP Kelvin Hopkins, 
spoke at length about 
what a party led by him 
would aim for, which he 
outlined as ‘justice, peace 
and human rights around 
the world.’ 

He spoke about wide- 
reaching plans for the 
economy, equality and 
social justice, but also 
touched on a number of 
issues which hit close to 
home for many of the 
people in attendance. 

Luton is currently in the 
midst of a housing crisis, 
with Luton Borough 
Council having to look at 
housing people as far 
away as Birmingham as 
private rents soar. 

He also fielded ques¬ 
tions on a number of 
issues from people in the 
audience. 

Mr Corbyn attacked the 


new Welfare Reform Bill, 
which the majority of 
Labour MPs abstained 
on voting against last 
week, saying: “It’s nasty 
in its concept. 

“It punishes people who 
are victims of low wages 
and high private rents. 

“I oppose it and will 
continue to oppose it, 
whatever the outcome of 
this election campaign.” 

He also spoke on his 
economic direction for 
the country and the 
town, saying: “Industries 
in Luton have come and 
gone and as a result 
we have a lot of people 
working below their skill 
level. 

“Why should we be so 
afraid as a government to 
get involved, set up joint 
enterprises and make the 
most of these skills and 
the economy?” 

Mr Corbyn is the cur¬ 
rent front-runner in the 
Labour Party leadership 
race and has been mak¬ 
ing the most of his recent 
surge in popularity, mak¬ 
ing a series of public 
appearances up and 
down the country.

The Scheme as adopted does not reflect the panel’s recommendations in relation to the amounts payable for either the basic allowance or the special 
responsibility allowances and retains those allowances at the same levels as in the previous scheme.

The actual level of mileage allowance will be reviewed on an annual 
basis in line with the rate paid to Officers of the Council.

Hyundai i20 

Take a look inside... 


The MK2 model Hyundai i20 is 
bigger, slicker and a good deal 
better equipped to take the fight 
to the top contenders in the 
supermini sector. Its predecessor 
won sales by playing the value 
card. This time round, Hyundai’s 
counting on quality carrying it 
through. 

Under the bonnet, Hyundai’s 
main efforts have been centred 
upon developing a three cylinder 
petrol turbo engine to rival the 
Ford EcoBoost and Vauxhall 1.0 
turbo direct inection units. The 
powerplant they’ve come up 
with is badged ‘ 1.0 T-GDI’ and is 
a very competitive 
proposition, offering 120PS - 
significantly more power than 
its rivals, yet there’s similar 
efficiency. 

Of all the cars in its line-up, the 
i20 has traditionally been Hyun¬ 
dai’s most conservatively-styled 
thing. Early design renderings 
for this second generation car 
looked a good deal more ad¬ 
venturous, but in the metal, it’s 
been very toned down. It’s still a 
handsome piece of penmanship 
though, carried out under the 
auspices of ex-Audi design boss 
Peter Schreyer. 

The interior is really smart, 
with the design maturity of a 


much bigger car. Interior space 
has improved, with combined 
front and rear legroom of 
1892mm, a class-leading figure 
and comparable with the space 
of some cars from the class 
above. The wheelbase is 45mm 
longer and additional legroom 
was created in the front by rais¬ 
ing the height of the dashboard 
and moving the glovebox 
and surrounding components 
forward. Cargo capacity has 
also been enhanced, making the 
vehicle one of the most accom¬ 
modating in the segment. 

Certainly it’s hard to think 
of a supermini that would be 
easier to live with than this one. 
Few others are more practi¬ 
cal or better built and though 
pricing’s crept up a little, this car 
remains affordable to buy. Of 
course, it isn’t perfect. Not all 
the mainstream engines are as 
efficient as they could be, a point 
emphasised by some trendier, 
more avant garde rivals, some of 
which are better to drive. Over¬ 
all though, if you can find a car in 
this class that makes more sense 
when you add together all the 
really important attributes that 
families look for in a supermini 
in this segment, then you’ll be 
doing very well.

THE reputation of John Still and 
the size of Luton Town proved an 
irresistible opportunity for Scott 
Cuthbert after he left Leyton 
Orient this summer. 

The defender was a fan favourite 
for four years at Brisbane Road but 
he and 11 team-mates were not 
offered new contracts after the O’s 
got relegated to League Two in the 
final game of last term. 

Cuthbert penned a two-year deal 
with the Hatters in May and he got 
a small taste of what is to come at 
his new home when he made his 
home debut in Saturday’s 1-1 pre¬ 
season draw with Coventry City. 

The 27-year-old played the full 
90 minutes, first at centre half 
alongside Steve McNulty and then 
at right back to showcase his ver¬ 


satility. Afterwards he revealed 
the reason he had opted for League 
Two with the Kenilworth Road 
outfit, rather than a return to the 
third tier. 

“When a manager like John Still 
and club the size of Luton come in 
for you it’s a hard one to knock 
back,” Cuthbert said. 

“It was everything really - the 
size of the club, the fan base and 
the way they want to take the club 
forward. The manager’s track 
record speaks for itself and every¬ 
thing just seemed to fit. You get a 
good feeling about a club and 
that’s what I had when I met the 
manager and when I decided to 
sign here.” 

There is huge competition in the 
backline for Luton this term, after 
boss Still added to his defensive 
ranks from last season by signing 
free agents Mark O’Brien (ex-Der¬ 
by), Magnus Okuonghae (ex-Col¬ 
chester), Dan Potts (ex-West Ham 


United) and Stephen O’Donnell 
(ex-Partick Thistle) - but Cuthbert 
is not fazed. 

He said: “I know from training 
with Luke Wilkinson for the last 
three or four weeks, he’s an excel¬ 
lent defender, so is Mags. I’ve 
played against Mags many a time 
against Colchester. Mark O’Brien 
as well, there are so many choices 
and they are all very good pros 
and very good players so it’s a bit 
of a headache for the manager, but 
it’s a good headache to have.” 

The Scot added: “There’s a vast 
amount of experience all through 
the team and that was one of the 
pulls of coming here. When there’s 
competition for players, you know 
if you have a bad game there’s 
someone capable of coming in 
and taking your place. 

“It’s all about doing as well as 
you can in [pre-season] games 
and games leading up to the sea¬ 
son, to do as well as you can and 


impress and hopefully you’re one 
of the players that is starting 
against Accrington. 

“A good start in any competition 
is important. We go away to 
Accrington Stanley and I’ve not 
played there but it’s quite a small 
pitch and quite a tricky place to go. 

“We need to make sure we’re on 
our guard and hopefully take the 
three points. 

“We’ll be looking to get as high 
up the league as we can. I was 
looking at the fixtures and it’s a 
tough start, a testing start, so 
we’re looking forward to that. You 
want to play against the better 
teams and see where we are. 

“We’re more than confident with 
the squad of players we’ve got, the 
talent that we’ve got in the squad 
and also the fitness that we’ve got 
over the last few weeks - it’s been a 
tough pre-season but a good one 
- we feel we can be up there chal¬ 
lenging for promotion.”

thought he was good last year. 
“Unfortunately, and this isn’t a criticism, he 
came in at a time when we lost our two cen¬ 
tre halves, Scotty Griffiths was having a 
problem and had to have an operation. We 
had no [Nathan] Doyle and [Jonathan] 
Smith and he came in at a difficult time but 
he grew up in that time and we all think a 
lot of him here. 

“Mark Tyler is getting back to fitness and 
has played a game at Hornchurch and I 
hope I have two fit, top class goalkeepers to 
pick from next Saturday.” 

There is now similar competition for plac¬ 
es across the whole of Luton’s squad after 
ten new recruits joined by July, promising a 
promotion assault. 

“We can’t wait for the season to start 
because I think we’ll be a force this year,” 
Justham said, adding: “The competition for 
places is unbelievable. 

“It has always been there but we have 22 to 
25 players all fighting and thinking, ‘I 
should be playing’. It’s going to be a tough 
decision for the gaffer when everyone is fit. 

“The new boys have bedded in brilliantly 
and we’re looking forward to Accrington.”

THE West Ham connections are 
strong but Dan Potts has admit¬ 
ted that it was John Still’s promo¬ 
tion vision for Luton Town that 
convinced him to sign for the 
Hatters. 

Having graduated through the 
Hammers’ academy to play in the 
Premier League, the defender saw 
out his contract at Upton Park in 
the hope of securing first team 
football elsewhere. 

That alerted Luton manager Still, 
who is a life-long Irons fan and 
maintains strong links with the 
east London club, but that was not 
what persuaded Potts to pen a 
two-year deal with the 
Bedfordshire outfit. 


He said: “The gaffer is a big West 
Ham fan and he’s got a good rela¬ 
tionship with West Ham. 

“I think that’s maybe a coinci¬ 
dence. 

“When I met him, if it had been 
any other club [that he managed] I 
probably would have joined. 

“There was talk and interest 
[from other clubs] but when I met 
the gaffer he laid on the line his 
wants for the season and what he 
thought about the club. 

“We both saw it mutually from 
that respect and it was a bit of a 
no-brainer.” 

Still said of Potts, when he 
signed: “He’s always been a player 
that we were interested in if it 
became possible. 

“When you look at the other 
players we’ve taken from West 
Ham, and other local teams, it 
gives us a good opportunity to 
look and we’ve been looking at 


Dan for some time. 

“He knows how to defend, he’s a 
good talker, a good organiser, so 
although he’s only 21, he’s got 
experience.” 

The Upton Park academy has 
been a fine source of talent for 
Luton during Still’s stewardship, 
with the manager signing mid¬ 
fielder Pelly Ruddock Mpanzu in 
his first full season and then 
bringing in striker Elliot Lee on 
loan at the end of the 2014/15 sea¬ 
son. 

Potts said: “I knew Pelly from 
West Ham and he’s been here for a 
couple of seasons now, so he defi¬ 
nitely knows what it’s all about 
here. 

“When I came in it was nice to 
see faces that you know. That was 
pleasing.” 

Potts and his fellow new recruits 
have all been persuaded to put 
pen to paper by the prospect of a 


promotion push. 

“That’s definitely the feeling 
between everyone,” the defender 
said, adding: “We’re not going to 
settle for anything else, so that’s 
that. 

“That [promotion] was definitely 
the thought, not only personally 
but I think between everyone that 
has come in and everyone that has 
been here.” 

And, if that wasn’t enough, there 
is the prospect of playing in front 
of 9,000 supporters at Kenilworth 
Road. 

“It’s definitely a major factor to 
join,” Potts said of the Hatters’ 
supporters. 

“A lot of the players I’ve spoken to 
have always said about the crowd 
and the fan base. 

“The gaffer did mention that a 
lot, so that will be a good experi¬ 
ence and it will definitely help the 
players on the pitch.”

Mac signing 
news due at 
final friendly

LUTON were expected to finally confirm 
the signing of in demand striker Craig 
Mackail-Smith at yesterday’s last pre-sea- 
son friendly at home to League One outfit 
Walsall. 

The clash with the Saddlers took place 
after Luton on Sunday went to press but for 
many news on the prolific former Brighton 
and Peterborough striker was more impor¬ 
tant than the result. 

Mackail-Smith, 31, became a free agent 
after Championship side Brighton 
announced in April that they would not 
renew his contract and he has been train¬ 
ing with Town all month. 

The goalscorer held talks with boss John 
Still on Monday and although, 24 hours 
later, he wasn’t named in the Luton squad 
that beat Brentford 2-1, he was seen sat in 
the stands wearing Town training kit. 

Afterwards, the manager wouldn’t reveal 
what was decided during their chat, but 
happily told media: “I’m sure we’ll have a 
good conversation on Saturday.” 

It is believed that the wait to announce a 
Hatters deal has been due to clauses in 
Mackail-Smith’s contract with the 
Seagulls, but supporters will not mind 
waiting for a player who has commanded 
millions of pounds in transfer fees during 
his career. 

The Walsall clash was also to be used to 
run the rule over two further trialist strik¬ 
ers, Calvin Zola and Mustafa Tiryaki. 

Former Burton Albion and Aberdeen 
man Zola staked his claim for a contract 
with the winning goal against Brentford 
while Tiryaki, who has featured for 
Tranmere Rovers, has also been with the 
club throughout the pre-season. 

Another potential new signing is ex-Bir¬ 
mingham City and West Ham midfielder 
Oily Lee. The 24-year-old is the son of for¬ 
mer Newcastle ace Rob Lee and the broth¬ 
er of striker Elliot, who spent time on loan 
at Kenilworth Road last term. 

He featured for 30 minutes against 
Brentford as a trialist and although Still is 
not looking for midfielders, he said it would 
be wrong to ignore available talent. 
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ELLIOT Justham says the Luton 
fans helped him recover from his 
Southend nightmare and now he 
expects to battle regular number 
one Mark Tyler for the goalkeeper's 
jersey when the new season kicks 
off at Accrington on Saturday. 

The 24-year-old insists he made 
his Football League debut ‘by 
default’ in February after the vet¬ 
eran stopper injured his knee to 
end a run of 79 consecutive league 
appearances, stretching back to 
April 2013. 

Despite a last-gasp defeat against 
Wimbledon that day, Justham 
impressed on his bow - 21 months 
after signing for the Hatters - and 
remained one of the few standout 
performers during a woeful month 
of March in which they lost every 
game and slipped out of the play¬ 
off positions, never to recover. 

That misery was compounded 
when the keeper dropped a harm¬ 
less shot into his own net in the 
penultimate game at Roots Hall as 
Luton lost 1-0 to all but end their

promotion hopes. But the damage 
had already been done by a collec¬ 
tively disastrous run of nine defeats 
in ten and though few blamed it on 
the former London Underground 
night worker’s gaffe, he admitted 
that he took it hard initially. 

“I got a standing ovation after the 
game and, I’ll be honest with you, I 
was very upset,” Justham said, add¬ 
ing: “That was probably visible to 
everyone, how upset I was, but I 
like to think I’m bouncing back and 
I’m looking forward to this year. 

“I’ll kick-on, hopefully, and make 
that jersey my own and show the 
fans what I’ve got.” 

Indeed it was Town’s supporters 
that helped the keeper through his 
first big ordeal as a professional 
footballer. 

“It was nice to play straight away 
against Stevenage,” Justham said of 
playing in the final game of the last 
term, adding: “I felt positive. It could 
ruin me, confidence-wise, but the 
fans were excellent with me.” 

That was down to a string of saves 
as he did his best to halt his side’s 
sliding fortunes at the tail end of 
last term, and the goalie continued 
that form on Tuesday when he 
claimed the man of the match prize 
for keeping Brentford at bay in a 2-1 


friendly victory. At the same time, 
Tyler was turning out for the devel¬ 
opment squad in a 2-0 win over 
Hornchurch and the 38-year-old’s 
return is set to provide manager 
John Still with a selection headache 
for Saturday’s League Two opener 
with Accrington Stanley. 

“He’s back fit now so it’s up to the 
gaffer now,” Justham said of his 
friendly rivalry with Tyler, adding: 
“Hopefully I can stick in his head and 
continue where I left off last year. 

“It was nice to get my chance but 
it was by default. I’d love nothing 
better than if Mark was fit and 
we’re both fighting for the jersey. I 
want to play but I want Mark fit as 
well because it’s horrible seeing 
someone injured. He’s worked hard 
and I’m glad he’s back.” 

After Justham’s stubborn showing 
in midweek - which included a 
one-on-one stop to deny former 
Hatter Andre Gray - Still hailed the 
young goalkeeper he plucked from 
Isthmian League outfit East 
Thurrock United two years ago. 

“Elliot has come on fantastically,” 
said the manager, adding: “He’s a 
young man that has come from a 
low level. 

“I really felt for him last year as I
